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THE BIBLE IN OUR PRISONS. 

We clip the following from the report of Dr. 
Rufus W. Clark’s second sermon on the Bible in 
our Common Schools. No one can doubt as to 
the views we entertain on this subject, but we 
haye not deemed it the province of the Bible So- 
ciety Record to enter into controversy. We select, 
however, a passage from Dr. Clark on a subject 
on which, among Christians, there can be no dis- 
pute. We are glad to insert these practical illus- 
trations of the yalue of the Bible as a moral re- 
former : 


You are well aware of the efforts that have been 
made for several years past, to make our prisons 
institutions of reform. The idea has been, not 
simply to punish the criminal, but to save him 
from the personal disastrous effects of his own 
yices and crimes; to make of him, if possible, a 
good citizen and a Christian man. The agency 
used in this work of reform, which has been at- 
tended with great success in many prisons through- 
out our land, has been the Bible. 

There is no name that I can mention before an 


_ Albany audience, more respected than that of 


General Amos Pilsbury, the efficient and success- 
ful superintendent of the Albany Penitentiary. 
Meeting him casually on Monday last, I inquired 
of him if he had the Bible in his penitentiary. 
He replied: “We have a copy in every cell, and 
the prisoners read it through several times. They 
often express to me their deep interest in its nar- 
ratives and truths, and some have said they 
found Oa new in the Bible every time they 
read it. Several have committed whole chapters 
to memory, and,” added the General, “the men 
who do the most work in the shops of the prisons, 
are those who learn most of the Bible.” In reply 


to other inquiries, he stated that he had at 
‘present four hundred convicts, and that he need- | 


( Be tefiuences of the Bible as much for the dis- 
line, as for the reformation of the criminal: 
‘he father of General Pilsbury, Moses OC, P 


bury, Esq., was a strenuous advocate of the Bible 
in prisons. He was, indeed, the first warden of a 
prison who introduced the daily reading of the 
Bible to the prisoners assembled together; and 
also the first in our country who caused the pris- 
oners to earn more than their own support. A 
distinguished writer on prison discipline, says: 
“Mr. Pilsbury was the founder and head of im- 
provements in our prisons, at least in the New 
England States.” Fifty years ago he had charge 
of the prison at Concord, New Hampshire, and 
there introduced the Bible. In 1827, he was ap- 
pointed warden of the prison in Wethersfield, 
Connecticut; and the first time that he came be- 
fore the prisoners he appeared with a large Bible 
under his arm, and said to them: “I come to you 
with the sword of justice in one hand, and the 
olive branch of peace in the other. Every morn- 
ing you will be assembled to listen to the reading 
of a short portion of God’s word.” 

Mr. Pilsbury being once asked whether he 
ceuld not manage a prison without the Bible, re- 
plied: “I should as soon think of going to sea in 
a ship without a compass, as to attempt to con- 
duct a prison without the Bible.” Of his course 
and success, the prison report for 1828 thus 
speaks: “Moses C. Pilsbury, the warden of the 
new prison at Wethersfield, in addition to the 
provision which he makes on the Sabbath for 
public worship, regularly reads the Scriptures to 
the assembled convicts every morning and even- 
ing, and in their behalf offers prayer to the Father 
of mercies. He is besides faithful in counsel, and 
lovely in his Christian sympathies towards those . 
committed to his care without losing any thing in 
his prompt and successful attention to business 
and discipline. He mingles authority and affec- 
tion in his government and instruction, so that 
the principles of obedience and affection flow al- 
most spontaneously towards him from the hearts 
of the convicts.” t 


_ As kindred to this topic, we insert the follow- 
ing extract from an English paper, comparing the 
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number of murders in Bible reading countries, 
with those countries in which the Bible is a 
scarce and prohibited book. The facts and fig- 
ures are certainly suggestive : 


MURDER STATISTICS, 


With reference to murder, the highest of all 
crimes, the following are the results from govern- 
mental and other official reports in the several 
Roman Catholic countries of Europe, as contrast- 
ed with Protestant England : 

Murders yearly per million of inhabitants.—In 
Belgium, 18; Sardinia, 20; France, 31; Austria, 
36; Lombardy, 45; Tuscany, 56; Bavaria, 68; 
Sicily, 90; Papal States, 113;.Naples, 174. 

In Protestant England only four murders yearly 
to each milllion of inhabitants. Romanism may 
boast of its infallibility, its catholicity, its unity, 
its discipline, and such like; but these eloquent 
figures will render it a hard task for her advocates 
to prove that she possesses the same influence as 
Protestantism for the repression of crime and the 
promotion of social order. 

It is sometimes asked—If the figures given in the 
foregoing abstract convey a correct representation 
of the state of crime in the several countries 
named therein, why does an impression to the 
contrary exist so generally? Many reasons might 
be assigned for this wrong impression, but it 
arises chiefly from the great publicity given to 
murders and other crimes in England through the 
means of our free press. Hence it is that the per- 
petration of crime among us, and the various pro- 
ceedings taken to discover the culprits and. bring 
them to justice are so blazoned, that one murder 
is generally more spoken of and causes greater 
excitement in this country, than fifty or more 
murders in those despotic countries on the Conti- 
nent, where there is no writ of habeas corpus, no 
coroner's inquest, no trial by jury of an open pub- 
lic character as in this country, no real liberty of 
speech; above all, no free press to denounce the 
perpetrators of crime, and deter rulers from con- 
cealing or winking at it.

Mextco.—Mr. Westrup writes that one of the 
colporteuts had returned from San Luis Potosi, 
where he sold ninety Bibles and 105 Testaments, 
which he considers “ very good for that fanatical 
place.” Altogether they had sold 276 volumes, 
' besides forty-eight Testaments granted. by direc- 
tion from the Bible House, to Miss Rankin, Other 
colporteurs had not reported to Mr. W. in time 
for his letter. He was about sending colporteurs 
to Chihuahua. A paper sent to us by Mr. West- 
rup and inserted elsewhere will show something 
of the nature of the work in Mexico, 

TurKkry.—Our readers have become familiar 
with the work of the Bible woman of Nicomedia 
(Ismeed) and her success among the native 
women. She continues to prosecute that work 
with encouraging success, A letter from Mr, Bliss 
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describing her recent labours will prove interest- 
ing to others as it has been to ourselves. 


TInprsA—Mapura.— We have received an encour- 
aging letter from Madura, giving an account of 
Bible work there. We insert it elsewhere. The 
reader will be struck with what is said of the in- 
terest taken by natives in the perusal oftthe Holy 
Scriptures, and of the high appreciation of them 
by Hindoos of high caste, and by educated per- 
sons. 

The request for funds to sustain Bible colpor- 
teurs alluded to in the letter was granted in pur- 
suance of the application made in Mr. Penfield’s 
letter of October 4th last. 

GrermMAny.—The good work under the agency 
of Dr. Jacoby of Bremen is going forward en- 
couragingly. He writes as follows: 

“By our statement you will find that we are still 
engaged in promoting the Bible work. Since we 
haye received permission from the Prussian goy- 
ernment to appoint colporteurs after the new 
year, we shall haye four in the work. They are 
very useful in distributing the word of God in 
destitute parts of Germany.” Dr. Jacoby sends an 
account of the work done the past year, which is 
very good. It will appear in our Annual Report. 

Spar.—Our readers are aware that we haye 
not contemplated working extensively in Spain. 
It is so near to our English friends, and they are 
so willing as well as able to meet the demand 
there, that it is thought both expedient and eco- 
nomical, on the whole, to leaye that field to 
their cultivation. But at the opening for Bible 
work in that country, we seized the earliest op- 
portunity for sending some books thither, and it 
may be acceptable to our friends and supporters 
to know the result of that effort. We are glad 
therefore to insert in another place the account 
given by Mr. Henry C. Hall, under whose kind 
influence the arrangements were made to put 
them in circulation. Read what Mr. Hall says. 

Braziu.—Rey. Mr. Blackford writes us from. 
Rio de Janeiro under date of December 22, that 
the Rey. Mr. Chamberlain at Sao Paulo had a 
prospect of making an early arrangement to con- 
tinue the colporteur work in that province, and 
adds: “TI will inform you as soon as possible of 
any such arrangements being completed.” Our 
readers are no doubt aware that in such papal 
countries as Brazil, where Bible work is new, one 


of the great impediments in the way is the diffi-. 
culty of securing suitable men for the work of 


distribution, From a former letter of Mr. Black- 
ford we are led to entertain strong hopes of ad- 
vancement in that field.

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not fail to be acknowledged. We have, besides 
the reports of the Agents, received many inde- 
pendent testimonies on that subject, some of 
which have been published in the Record.

COLPORTAGE IN MEXICO. , 

The following is a letter from one of the colpor- 
teurs in Mexico, written to his mother and for- 
warded to us by Mr. Westrup. It should have 
appeared in a former number, but was uninten- 
tionally omitted : 

MONTEREY, Sept. 9, 1869. 

My Dear Motuer:—I cannot express my joy 
at being counted worthy to suffer threats of death 
on account of the word of God, and more so, 
when I saw my enemies armed and lying in wait 
for me, put to shame before me. This happened 
at Valparaiso, state of Zacatacas, the day I began 
to sell. In the afternoon a man told me that the 
populace intended to attack me. I then, full of 
fear, went into my room and took up the Bible, 
saying to myself, I will note what is revealed at 
the opening page. I opened at the 34th and 35th 
Psalms, read them with joy, and felt sure that the 
Lord had revealed to me that my enemies would 
not be suffered to lay their hands on me, and I 
was not long in seeing it fulfilled. The same 
evening at supper, an officer with four armed sol- 
diers came to the door of my room, saying: “ By 
order of the Mayor, you will please take your 
books to him.” “Certainly,” I replied, and taking 
as many as I could carry, the crowd carrying the 
rest, I walked out aud found the street lined on 
both sides of the way with men arffied with sticks 
and stones. I remembered the apostles and 
thought, “It is a proof I am a disciple.” As soon 
as we had passed, the crowd closed in after us, so 
close that the officer feared his troop might be 
overwhelmed, so he commanded them to keep off 
the crowd, and marched by my side to the Mayor’s 
residence. ‘“ What books do you sell?” he asked 
me. “The Holy Scriptures, sir,” I replied. Turn- 
ing to the people, he asked, “ Who has informed 
you that these are bad books?” No one replied. 
He repeated the question, but getting no answer 
the third time, he said, half angrily, ‘‘ Where are 
the representatives of the people? or, are there 
none? Here is the man. Did not you want him 
examined?” A man stepped up and asked for a 
Bible. I gave him one, and he began turning 
over the leaves, finding nothing to say. The 
Mayor observed, “That will do. Go to-morrow 
to the town hall.” And I added, “and take the 
Cura with you, for alone, you will not be able to 
say one word.” The Mayor then told him and 
another to carry the box to the town hall, and 
told me to go home to my inn, and go to-morrow 


as agreed. This I did, received my books and 


| be greatest, by information I had. 


every thing appeared quiet. Still the conspira- 
cies continued, and I was aware of them, until the 
next Sunday, when I knew the commotion would 
The morning 
passed away, and I went out twice to learn how 
matters stood. About twelve o’clock, an old man 
came in and said: “ People are gathering together 
and talking about doing away with you and your 
books.” I thanked him for the information, and 
went out to get a sheet of paper to write word to 
the Mayor. I saw a crowd near the door, and 
thought it most prudent to go back, but did not 
know that the same crowd really came prepared 
to do the work. But God never fails those who 
trust Him. He sent a friend of the truth, who, 
noticing the tumult, informed himself of its ob- 
ject and flew to the guard house, brought an 
armed force which arrived just as the people were 
shouting to the inn keeper to bring me out to 
them. Six ringleaders were captured and im- 
prisoned as murderers, and the day following I 
left with an escort.”

BIBLE WORK IN MEXICO, 
MATT. 10; xviii, xix. 
MONTEREY, January 4th, 1£&70. 


Two of our friends, Uranga and Lozano, were 
waited upon by a deputation of eight from El 
Mezquital, where they had been labouring some 
time before, with the request that they would ac- 
company them thither. They did so and found 
that four Romish priests had arrived there, and 
the Protestants of the place had collected all the 
idols they could obtain into the schoolroom of 
the village, with the intention if our friends ap- 
proved of the idea, of setting fire to the whole 
concern in the very presence of the priests. Our 
friends did not approve of the plan, but the 
priests had got wind of it and sent an urgent 
message to the political authority residing at San 
Francisco, about three miles away. He came 
and sent for our friends, with whom he had a long 
conversation, saying that he could not permit any 
tumultuous proceedings, to which, he was inform- 
ed, they were inciting the people. They answered 
that they had opposed all such proceedings and 
told the people that it was far better to insist on 
the priests sustaining a controversy with them. 
The Alcalde said they must not speak in the open 
air. They replied that they had not yet done so, 
but had the right if the people desired it. __ 

Some further conversation ensued in which the 
word was constantly appealed to by our friends, 
and the result was that the Alcalde told them 
when they parted, that he thought just as they 
did, and that if they went to San Francisco they 
must go to his house to see him. , 

On the return of our friends, two horsemen 
overtook them and began abusing them in vile 
language. They were on foot, and the other two 
as they approached, took their lassos in hand, 
threatening to lasso and drag them. Our friends 
raised a silent prayer to God for help, and the 
horsemen dashed, past them splashing them all 
over with mud, going off and leaving them un- 
harmed, 

Last Sunday the wife of the Governor of this. 
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State was at our meeting with several other la- 
dies; she expressed herself gratified, and said 
that matters were very different from what she 
had heard. 

The rabble have taken to stoning the houses of 
the Protestants and their place of worship, but 
the hand of God is with us, and we are growing 
in numbers, and I hope in grace.

BIBLE WOMAN OF NICOMEDIA. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, December 31st. 1869. 


DEAR Sr :—In several of my letters during the 
past year, I have spoken of S. H., the Nicomedia 
Bible woman and her labours among Turkish fe- 
males. She has been permitted to continue these 
labours undisturbed much longer than any of us 
supposed that it would be possible for her so to 
do. 
prudence as well as boldness and heartiness in 
her efforts to do good to all. When suspicion 
was at length aroused, and opposition ensued, and 
she found it difficult to go into certain districts 
in the Turkish quarter of the town without expo- 
sure to insult from men and boys, she had reason 
to believe that her labours had been blessed to 
some of the ignorant secluded women to whom 
her yisits had been so welcome. 

Her own warm love for the Saviour and tender 
solicitude for all ignorant of his redeeming mercy, 
caused her Bible readings and the earnest discus- 
sions in connection with them to stir in the minds 
of a few of the daughters of Islam deep interest in 
the teachings of God’s word. Through her influ- 
ence several have learned to read, and now exam- 
ine for themselves the truths of the New Testa- 
ment. 

A few weeks since 8. H. was called from her 
home to Constantinople by the sickness of her 
orly son. During her absence one of her pupils, 
a young Turkish woman, was taken sick and lin- 
gering for a short time only, passed away. When 
the Bible woman returned to her home and was 
informed of the death of her pupil, she hastened 
to the darkened dwelling to learn the particulars 
of the sad event and comfort the bereaved mother. 
She was an only child, and her death was a heavy 
blow to her fond parent. It was not all dark, 
however, for as they talked together, the mother 
told her sister how often her daughter during her 
sickness called for the Bible woman and her book. 
Not being able in her weakness to read herself, 
she had sent again and again for §. HL., eager to 
hear from her lips the sweet story of Jesus of 
Nazareth and his redeeming love. 

Who of us shall say that the little knowledge 
of the Saviour and the very simplest truths of the 
Bible gained by that young daughter of Islam 
may not have proved enough to break the power 
of her darkness and open to her the door of eter- 
nal life by Jesus Christ our Lord ? 

This incident wrought powerfully upon §. H., 
and led her to form a resolution to be more ear- 
nest in her work and withhold the truth from 
none of any nationality, lest the opportunity for 
speaking and hearing of Christ as the only Saviour, 
be lost never to return. } 

Just before her visit to Constantinople, referred 
to above, the Bible woman, though prevented 
from visiting her old friends in one part of tke 
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The Lord has been with her and given her | 
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city, obtained access to a new circle of Turkish 


| families. 


A woman who teaches Turkish reading and 
writing had heard of the woman of the Book. 
The reports of her Scripture readings and discus- 
sions in other circles, which had come to her, 
made this teacher desire to form her acquaintance. 
Not knowing her residence, however, sbe was 
prevented from visiting her. As time passed on 
it so happened that an Armenian young lady came 
to her to take Turkish lessons. Of her the teacher 
made inquiries respecting the Bible woman. The 
young lady knew her residence and offered to 
send a message to her, but the teacher, unwilling 
to wait, proposed to accompany her pupil to her 
home and send for S. H. to visit her there. The 
Bible ‘woman answered the call without delay, 
and to her great joy found in this teacher one 
anxious to be instructed in the right ways of the 
Lord out of the gospel. 8. H. has seen her several 
times and finds her deeply interested in the 
truth, but as yet timid and afraid of being known. 
At one of their recent interviews several of the 
teacher’s friends were present. Our sister was 
moved to press the truth upon their attention. A 
long conyersation ensued in which these friends 
manifested great interest in the new and marvel- 
lous doctrines of the New Testament, and express- 
ed a desire to know more of these matters. 
Looking up to God for a blessing to attend her 
appeal, 8. H. urged upon them immediate accept- 
ance of Christ as the only Saviour from sin, and 
warned them of the danger of trusting in false 
teachings, She was even bold enough to bring 
forward Paul’s prophecy of cunning deceivers, 
among whom she did not scruple to class the 
great Islam prophet, giving her reasons in all 
humility and sincerity. 

The labours of this sister are untiring, and she 
is gaining influence among those of her own 
faith, who haye hitherto looked with cold indif- 
ference upon her zealous labours. 

One of the pleasantest and most encouraging 
signs of which I can speak in this last letter of 
the year is, that in many towns of Bithynia there 
seems to be a Waking up among the women and 
a loud call from them for instruction out of the 
gospel, In one large town among the mountains 
a native preacher finds the men careless and in- 
different, but from sixty to seventy women come 
Seer Sabbath to hear him read and explain God’s 
word. 

Our great need is earnest «warm-hearted workers, 
to toil in faith among the down-trodden, degraded, 
women of this whole land. Will not the sisters 
in our favoured country bear them on their hearts 
and ask in faith for the influences of the Holy 
Spirit, to make effectual all labours for their 
good.

EXTRACTS FROM A LETTER FROM REY. T. B. | 
e PENFIELD. — tat EF i 

TIRUPUVANAM, DISTRICT OF Mapura, So. INDIA, Dec. 16, 1869. 

Dear Str:—We have been much encouraged 
this year in our distribution of the word of God. 
The accounts that come from the different por- 
tions of the district. are uniformly hopeful, and 
show a growing appreciation of the sacred Scrip- 
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tures on the part of the people. I subjoin a few 
extracts from letters lately received. 

In regard to the Bible work we also have encour- 
agement. Over a hundred portions have been dis- 
tributed besides the six hundred and more which 
the Madras Auxiliary Bible Society’s colporteur sold 
in the station this year. Here and there you find 
a heathen man reading the Bible attentively. I 
cannot doubt that many of the hundreds of por- 
tions which have been sold about this centre for 
the past few years are more or less read. Not 
long ago an agent selling the Scriptures com- 
mended the gospels to a heathen master as far 
better than the wretched verses the children are 
accustomed to learn in the heathen schools. The 
man looked at the gospel, confessed that it was 
so, and bought enough for a class in his school. 
Subsequently, when the agent was in the village, 
he found the boys in a heathen school studying 
the gospel; it was the school of the master who 
bought the books in the Bazaar. 

As there is a colporteur of the Madras Auxilia- 
ty Bible Society belonging to my field, my cate- 
chists do not sell many Scriptures. We cannot 
measure the amount of good produced by the dif- 
ferent means employed for the enlightenment and 
evangelization of the people, but I have no doubt 
that this instrumentality is one of the most pow- 
erful that we use, and it becomes more and more 
importang as the people become more. educated. 
I find an‘increasing willingness among the people 
everywhere to purchase books, and I have reason 
to believe that they are read. 

There is much interest in some parts of Madura 
in reading the Scriptures. One weaver family, at 
least the man and his son are constant readers of 
the Bible, and the son for several months has at- 
tended our services in church. In the district I 
have met with several very interesting cases; one 
Bazaar man bought the book of Proverbs of Solo- 
mon, and told his son to commit it to memory, as 
it contained instruction applicable to men in all 
situations. A village accountant once talked to 
me as if he disbelieved the distinctive doctrines 
of Brahminism, caste, transmigration of souls, etc., 
and accepted the doctrines of the gospel, and he 
himself repeated to me a Hindu song, the mean- 
ing of which he insisted, was what is implied in 
the verse of Scripture which he repeated, “‘ except 
a man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” Another man, a pleader in the civil court, 
though still a heathen, while performing his morning 
pujahs, always reads a psalm of David. His idea 
seems to be that there is some good in Hinduism 
and much in the Bible, and he wishes to avail 
himself of both. 

The native pastor of the church at the west 
gate in Madura, thus adds his testimony: 

“Tt will be interesting to know that almost all 
the highly educated men of Madura profess great 
respect for the sacred word. A respected Hindu 
ae of mine, holding a very high office in 
he town, makes it a practice always to read 
a chapter or two before going to his office. There 


are dozens of wealthy natives who have the sacred 


word always with them, evidently regarding it as | 
something more than a code of morals. en- 


ever I have spoken to them about the “one thing 


needful” they have always been attentive and in-| 
terested listeners. It may not be out of place [ 


here to remark that notwithstanding the strict 
neutrality of government schools, it has always 
been recommended by teachers and text-book 
editors to read the Bible on account of its pure 
and sublime language. Thus men are obliged to 
read it attracted by a charm which they cannot 
deny,

THE BIBLE IN SPAIN.—HOW IT IS DISTRIBUTED. 

I rejoice to tell you how manifest is the hand of 
God in giving us acceptance with the people of 
Spain and creating in them a wonderful desire to 
possess his word. Your Bibles (American Bible 
Society’s) are all sold. During the last month we 
have sold 10,000 Bibles and portions, and given 
50,000 tracts; and during the last year have 
sold something more than 300,000 Bibles and por- 
tions. 

Besides my general depot in Madrid I have had 
a tent constructed for use at the great fairs which 
are held here. The first fair of the season was 
held at San Isidro. The authorities gave me a 
place by the side of the saints’ hermitage. Thous- 
ands went in to kiss a bone of their dead saint, 
and on their return read the banners over my 
tent, “‘ Dios es amor.” “ God is love.” and “ Christo 
Jesus sino,” etc. “Christ Jesus came,” etc. It was 
a novel sight, and they came up for a closer in- 
spection and purchase. General Prim and the 
speaker of the Cortez of Spain came to see us on 
the first morning and seemed pleased with this 
new method of meeting the masses. 

In Toledo, a city of priests, I encountered much 
opposition. They tried their best to drive me 
from the city, but the civil authorities held a 
strong hand on them, and one was taken before 
the governor of the province for snatching a traet 
from a soldier’s hand. I sold nearly 5,000 Bibles 
and portions besides having the joy of preaching 
to crowds from morning to late night and reading 
aloud whole chapters of God’s word. The people 
all the while listening as they purchased. 

Alcala, another city of the priests, was sur- 
prised at their fair by our tent, and our large 
texts were read with much earnestness, and had a 
good sale. At the request of the students I 
had a friendly discussion of two hours with Padre 
Cabeza. I kept before them regeneration and 
sanctification by the cross, and individual need 
of the blessed Spirit; points they would not have 


chosen. They preached the fathers while I held | 


to the grandfathers, Matthew, Mark, Luke and 

Jobn. They urged the teachings of the church, I 

clung to the living unction of the Holy Spirit. — 
Salamanca, Pamplona, Saragossa, Valladolid, 


San Pedro, and other towns, were scenes of a. 


similar nature and inall I found an equal desire 
for the word of God.

RECENT INTELLIGENCE FROM OUR AGENTS. — 
- The Rav. Wm. H. GrBert, our Agent for Con- 


necticut and Western Massachusetts, informs us of 
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the very interesting anniversary exercises of the 
Middletown and Vicinity Bible Society, in Con- 
necticut. Addresses were delivered by the Rey. 
Messrs. HAyEN and Knowes. The audience filled 
a large house, and testified their interest in our 
good work by the profound, attention given to 
the speakers. This auxiliary voted to send five 
hundred dollars to the Parent Society, notwith- 
standing a recent remittance of a like amount. 
The exploration and supply of this field are under 
the charge of Mr. Joseph EH, Coe, who gives his 
time without remuneration, beginning his labours 
early each day and ending late, often visiting 
thirty or forty families. Mr. Gilbert says of him: 
“By his Christian kindness he seems to ingratiate 
himself inte the favour of all classes, leaving with 
them not only the best of books, but a fragrance 
of genuine benevolence which is itself the best 
commentary on the inspired page.” 

The Rey. Grorce SHELDON, D.D., of New Jer- 
sey and Delaware, writes: “The good work goes 
quietly on, with a multitude of loving hearts and 
busy hands enlisted in its advancement. The only 
event of marked interest has been the annual 
meeting in Camden, N. J.; the largest, most spir- 
ited, and auspicious, by far, ever held in that 
county.” 

The Ruy. E. W. Smiru, of North Western Ohio, 
says: “The annual meetings held in December by 
auxiliary societies were more than usually inter- 
esting. We find no difficulty in obtaining large 
contributions from those who have ready means. 
But we do find difficulty where men are obliged 
to borrow in order to make a contribution. Many 
have done so the past month to aid the Cause.” 
Mr, Smith’s remittances for December were 
$1,195 66. The number of families visited during 
the year on the fields of four auxiliaries is 2,260, of 
which 116 were found destitute of the Scriptures, 
and 101 were supplied, besides fifty-five indi- 
viduals. 

The Rev. E. G. Surrn, of Northern Illinois, re- 
ports remittances for Decembeg amounting to 
$1,284 60. He sends also an abstract of the an- 
nual reports of five auxiliaries, showing that 
14,519 families had been visited, of which 2,175 
were without the Scriptures. 

The Rev. JoserH Mossmr, of Southern Illinois, 
writes that White and Jersey County Bible Socie- 
ties have made a canvass of their entire fields, and 
supplied the destitute to a great extent. The an- 
nual reports of six auxiliaries show the visitation 
of 5,425 families, of which 574 were destitute of 
the word of God, and 444 were supplied, Mr. 
Mosser’s remittances for December amounted to 
$1,263 05. 

The Rey. 8. Reynotps, of Wisconsin, sends a 
summary of the annual reports of three societies. 
The number of families visited is 4,933; of these 
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441 were found without the word of God. The 
amount remitted by Mr. Reynolds in December 
was $1,167 61. 


The Rev. M. N. ApAms, of Minnesota, refers to 
a temporary hinderance of the work in an im- 
portant section of the State, by the publi¢ enuncia- 
tion of infidel opinions on the part of a popular 
lecturer. The extravagant theories put forth, 
however, seemed to recoil upon the speaker, and 
really helped to illustrate the deep and world- 
wide necessity of God’s revealed will as the only 
infallible rule of faith and practice among men. 
Mr. Adams remitted in December $1,080 29. 


The Rey. Epmunp Wricat, of Missouri, reports 
that he ‘finds much of shade mingled with the 
light, but that, on the whole, he is encouraged in 
his work. The following statement, in which Mr. 
Wright refers to earlier labours in other relations, 
exhibits the rapid growth by which the field of 
this society is ever enlarging, and its responsibili- 
ty for the supply of our immense country increas- 
ing. He-says: “In Platte City, where I organized 
the first Sabbath school, in 1841, we have held a 
good Bible meeting, constituted two life members 
of the American Bible Society, and changed the 
local society into the Platte County Bible Socie- 
ty. That county is not, as formerly, on the bor- 
der. Two rail roads already pass through it, and 
another is in course of construction. Near by, 
one bridge already spans the Missouri River, and 
a second is building. At every turn new life is 
visible. Three cities, of 30,000 population each, 
(scarce thirty miles apart,) can now be reached in 
an hour. Well do I remember when your Agent 
organized the first Bible society in the county, in 
his church at Weston. That was in 1844, It was 
the day of small things. But there, as elsewhere, 
the Bible like leaven has worked, and we must 
not ignore this chief cause of our rapid and 
healthy growth as a nation. Our Bible meeting 
at Cameron, (an important rail road centre,) gave 
good promise of new life, for the ensuing year.” 
Mr. Wright’s remittances for December were 
$1,101 43. 

The Rev. Wm. J. Joycx, who has recently en- 
tered upon the work in South Western Tevas, with 
special reference to the Mexican population, sends 
interesting intelligence. He says: “The Mexicans 
are anxious for the Bible, and readily pay for it 
when they have the money. They form no in-. 
considerable part of the population ; and their 
constantly increasing numbers, through accessions 
from Mexico, make the work of constantly increas- 
ing interest. Many are found as far east as the 
Rio Colorado, and all the streams west of the 
Colorado abound with their hamlets.” In another 
communication he uses this language: “If you 
could only see the eagerness with which the Mexi- 
cans receive the Book of God, money would be ac-_ 
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counted of as little value as the Agent's life, in 
bearing it to them. I sometimes simply place it 
in their hands, without a word, and then watch 
their faces. And when they find that it is not 
only a book in Spanish, but the word of God in 
Spanish, their swarthy countenances are at oncé 
lighted up with a pleasing smile. My astonishment 
is that they have been neglected so long.” 


OUR AUXILIARIES, 

We are in receipt of numerous reports from aux- 
iliaries in all parts of the country, to whose pro- 
ceedings we should be glad to devote larger space 
than our limited room will allow. <A few refer- 
ences must here suffice. 

The ONEIDA County BistE Society, Nnw York, 
held its sixtieth anniversary on the 11th of Janu- 
ary, in the city of Utica. An able sermon on the 
“English Bible” was delivered by the Rey. 8. W. 
Fisher, D.D., and a copy was requested for publi- 
cation. Our Agent, the’Rey. I. 8. Bingham, was 
present, and made a brief and encouraging ad- 
dress. The receipts of the society for the year 
were $2,450 12. This auxiliary maintains depos- 
itories at Utica and Rome. 

The CrRAwForD County BIBLE Society, OHIO, 
held its twenty-eighth annual meeting at Bucyrus, 
on the 12th of December last. The receipts for 
the year were $890 80. The reports showed that 
922 families had been visited, of which thirty- 
seyen were found destitute of the Scriptures, and 
were supplied, besides twenty-eight destitute in- 
dividuals and two schools. 

On the 12th of January, the Erte County So- 
ciety held its anniversary in Sandusky, Oto. 
The labours of the year included the visitation of 
785 families, twenty-six of which were found 
without the Scriptures. The receipts were $705 86, 
of which amount $280 were forwarded to the 
Parent Society as a donation. 

The Marron Country Socrety in Oxt0, at its 
annual meeting on the 21st of November, reported 
that 902 families had been visited, and sixty-one 
supplied out of seventy-two found destitute of God’s 
word. The receipts of the year were $521 06. 

The Pickaway County Society, Outo, cele- 
brated its anniversary on the 14th of June last. 
Its receipts amounted to $808 04. The number 
of families visited was 402, of which twenty-four 
were destitute, and twenty were supplied with 
the Scriptures. 

From Micuiean we have the reports of the 
Barre CREEK and Jackson County Brsie So- 
creties. The former is now doing a good work, 
with an encouraging manifestation of sympathy 
towards the Parent Society. It reports 2,015 fam- 

‘lies visited within the year ending January 15. 


Eighty-six were found destitute, and sixty-six 


were supplied, together with twelve ‘destitute i in- 


dividuals. The receipts were $487 78. The 
Jackson County Society had secured the visita- 
tion of 559 families, and the supply of seventeen. 
Its receipts for the year amounted to $884 11. 

The reports from Wisconsin Societies show 
that the work is going forward with encouraging 
features in many localities in that state. The 
Dopen County Socrmry reports $633 64, receiy- 
ed, 940 families visited, and twenty-five destitute 
families supplied. The Fonp pu Lac County So- 
CIETY reports 8,633 families visited, and 410 found 
destitute. Its receipts were $898 46. The Jur- 
FERSON County Society received $730 36, and 
reported the visitation of 804 families. The La 
FAYETTE County Society had procured the visi- 
tation of 638 families, and had received #527 96. 
The Rock County Socrmry reported $868 96 re- 
ceived, and 1,795 families visited. The Vernon 
County Soormry reported 1,127 families visited, 
121 found destitute, and eighty-six supplied. 
The receipts of the year were $462 11. Reports 
haye also been received from Monroz County, 
and WaAvKEsHA County Socimeries, indicating 
that the work has not been neglected in their 
fields. 

From ALABAMA, we have the report of the Map- 
Ison County Society, which held its third anni- 
versary on the 5th of December last. An address 
was delivered by our Agent, Rey. 8. P. Richard- 
son. -The report shows that 236 families had 
been visited, of which fifty were supplied with 
the Scriptures, besides 200 destitute individuals 
and twenty-five schools. Ten volumes had been 
distributed among soldiers. The receipts for the 
year were $416 88. This review of the year’s 
work is very encouraging, and will stimulate our 
friends there, we hope, to still greater exertions in 
the gook work hereafter. 

The Austin BrsLE Soctery, Tpxas, reports re- 
ceipts for the year ending November 21st, 1869, 
amounting to $479 58. Seventy Bibles and Tes- 
taments had been donated, but no detailed statis- 


“tics of visitation and destitution are embraced in 


the report. 

The SAcRAMENTO County Socipry, CALIFORNIA, 
held its first annual meeting on the 12th of Janu- 
ary. Its receipts were $955 74 in gold. The 
number of families reported as visited is 1,715. 
Of these seventy-nine were without the Scriptures, 
and forty-eight were supplied, together with nine 
destitute persons and two schools, 

We are always happy to receive, and as far as 
our limits and the pressure upon our columns will 
allow, to make use of any fresh and striking 
statistics or incidents illustrating the, work of our 


auxiliaries.

LABOURS AMONG THE CHINESE IN CALIFORNIA. 
The following interesting paper forwarded to 
us by the Rey. Frederick Buel, our Agent. at. San. 
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Francisco, was kindly prepared by the Rey. A. 
W. Loomis, from written and verbal reports of 
Muna An Man, the Chinese colporteur of the 
California Bible Society. It is gratifying to know 
that our brethren there haye entered so early up- 
on this important work, and that the first detailed 
though partial accounts show so pleasing a suc- 


cess, and so much encouragement to enlarged and |’ 


zealous labours. The statements here given are 
for the month of August last, and parts of Decem- 
ber and January : 


Santa Clara Valley being the most thickly set- 
tled, and best improved farming region in the State, 
very many Chinamen haye been attracted thither 
by the employment which is gladly furnished 
them in many departments of industry. They 
are found scattered over all that broad and fertile 
region, and are employed on the grain farms, in 
the orchards and vineyards, the hop fields, and 
strawberry plantations. Several hundreds are 
employed as wood choppers and in grubbing up 
the roots of chimezette, converting the bramble 
thickets into delightful plough-fields. The rail 
roads through the valley as well as many of the 
wagon roads oyer the mountains were made by 
Chinamen. Judge, therefore, of the necessity of 
colporteur work among such a population. 

The person employed by you was a man of 
tried Christian character and much experience in 
this department of labour. The time selected for 
the first tour, the month of August, was at a sea- 
son when more Chinamen were in the valley than 
at most other seasons of the year. At this season 
the luxuriant grain on the many large farms has 
to be cut, and bound, and gathered, and China- 
men are extensively employed as binders. Then 
the orchards, vineyards, strawberry plantations, 
and hop fields, all at one time, are clamouring for 
nimble fingers to pluck and prepare for market 
the ripened fruits; and your colporteur being fur- 
nished with Bibles, Testaments, and single copies 
of the gospels and epistles, as well as a great va- 
riety of religious tracts, undertook the exploration 
of this whole region. 

Time would fail were we to go into detail, fol- 
lowing him from ranch to ranch, from camp to 
camp. Wherever he heard of his countrymen, 
thither he went; sometimes by the travelled road, 
oftener across the fields and through the thickets. 
Now he passes a gang of men at their work who 
rest for a few minutes while he distributes to 
each a book, and briefly announces his errand 
and explains in general the import of the doc- 
trines taught in the volumes. At noon he reaches 
the place at which the labourers assemble for the 
midday meal, and while they are eating he is 
pouring into their ears the “good news” which 
Christ directed his disciples to make known unto 
all people. At evening he is found at the camp 
where the harvest men and fruit gatherers assem- 
ble for supper and for sleep. After the evening 
meal they sit till late in the evening listening 
while the colporteur converses, now about the 
creation, then about the flood, then and more ex- 
tendedly and feelingly about the advent of Jesus, 
his miracles, his discourses, his sufferings, and the 
grand object of all. The next morning while 
the breakfast is being prepared, and while the 
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men are eating, the colporteur is discoursing on 
the doctrines. 
Such was his employment from day to day, 
traversing the valley from north to south, from 
San Matao on the north to Gilroy on the south; 
while on the east and west his travels extended 
*from the Coast Range of mountains on the one 
side, to the Contra Costa Range on the other. 
The city of San José is in the centre of this 
great valley, and here there is always a large pop- 
ulation of Chinamen, and here the unemployed 
Chinamen resort, waiting in the market place 
“till some man shall hire them.” Your colpor- 
teur made this city his head quarters, and spent 
much time here in the shops and boarding houses, 
conyersing both with the permanent residents and 
with strangers, as well as with those who came to 
town for their mails and for supplies. On Sab- 
bath days his labours were more abundant, and 
the aid he afforded in gathering his countrymen 
into the Sabbath schools has been acknowledged 
and warmly commended by some of the teachers 
who were interested in this work. 
As the seasons vary, so do occupations change; 
and a few months witness a material shifting of 
quarters, and change in the labourers employed in 
the valley. Some who were employed in the val- 
ley during the summer remove to other places, 
while different ones arrive to engage in labour of 
another description during the winter, so that 
when your colporteur visited the valley in Decem- 
ber he found very many whom he had not met on 
his summer circuit, while those who heard him 
then were better prepared to be benefitted by his 
discourses during the second visit. 
Mr. Isaac Bird, known in all that region for his 
lovely Christian character and zeal in every good 
work, and who is doing much for the Chinese in 
and around San José, gives his testimony respect- 
ing your colporteur in these words: ‘“ We are 
much pleased with his Christian deportment, and . 
his zeal in the Master’s work.” : ~ 
May the Society, whose servant he has been, 
with its many thousand patrons, follow with their 
prayers the self-denying labours of this man who, 
himself, not many years ago, was a worshiper of 
idols! May an abundant harvest yet be reaped 
from the seed thus sown !

KENTUCKY, 

The thirty-second anniversary of the Lexing- 
ton and Vicinity Bible Society was held in the 
Christian Church, on Sabbath evening last, Rey. 
8. X. Hall, one of the vice presidents, in the chair. 

The meeting was opened by reading the Scrip- 
tures and prayer by Rey. Mr. Valentine. 

Mr. Geo. W. Norton, treasurer, made his report, 
showing a healthy condition of the finances. Total 
receipts $885 78. 

Reports of Messrs. Bosworth, Wade, and Cooper, 
depositaries, showed an unprecedented activity in 
the sales, which amounted in the aggregate to 
$682 88. 

__ The several reports show a great increase in the 
liberality and activity of the society for the year. 

Messrs, Savage, King, and Cooper, presented 
the following paper on the death of Prof. 8. R. 
Williams, late president of the society: 

“Since the last annive r of the Lexington 
and Vicinity Bible Society, it has pleased our

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Heavenly Father to remove from us our much be- 
loved and highly esteemed brother, Prof. 8. R. 
Williams, for many years the president of this 
society, who, by the urbanity of his manners, the 
faithful discharge of his duties, the ripeness of 
his judgment, the purity of his motives, and the 
kindness of his heart, had endeared himself to all 
his associates in the Bible work, and proved him- 
self an acceptable and efficient officer. We pray 
that his mantle may fall upon his successor. 
Your committee recommend the adopt on of the 
following resolutions : 

1. That while we resignedly submit to the will 
of God, we deeply deplore his loss, 

2. That as a testimonial of our affectionate 
regard for the deceased, the Agent, Rey. G. 8. 
Savage, D.D., present to Mrs. Williams, for this 
society, a neat copy of the Holy Scriptures, with 
suitable inscriptions. 

3. That a copy of this report be furnished the 
family, bearing to them our Christian sympathies, 
and our prayers that they may, by the will of 
God, commit their souls unto Him as unto a 
faithful Creator.” 


On motion of president R. Graham, the report 
was amended by instructing the Agent to furnish 
each one of the children of the deceased with a 
copy of the, Scriptures with suitable inscriptions, 
The report as amended was adopted unanimously. 

Dr. Savage expressed regret at the absence of 
Rey. Dr. Rivers, of Louisville, who was prevented 
from being present and addressing the meeting 
by the serious illness of his family, and obliga- 
tions to Rey. D. Stevenson and president Graham 
for supplying the lack of service. 

Mr. Stevenson then addressed the large and 
attentive audience in some pointed and very per- 
tinent remarks upon the issue now fairly before 
the country on the Bible question, urging that, 
should the conflict come,: which seemed to be 
plainly indicated, all Protestants should hold 
their denominational differences in abeyance, and 
unite in the defense of an open and unrestricted 
Bible. . 8. was earnest and happy in his short 
address, and was followed by president Graham, 
in a close, connected, and able address, arguing 
the divinity and power of the Bible in its unity— 
its power to bring all people of every land into 
the unity of the Spirit and the bond of peace. 


President Graham’s peroration was earnest and |- 


eloquent, urging upon all to show their devotion 
to the Bible, by their activity and liberality in its 
universal dissemination. 

The Agent, Dr. Savage, closed, asking the city 
of Lexington for $1,000, for supplying the great 
destitution in Kentucky, and that this congre- 
gation make a practical pledge to this amount. 

While the collection was being taken up, Prof. 
Pickett was called upon, and gave some forcible 
facts from actual observation made in several 
countries of Europe, by way of contrast in those 
countries where there is a free and a restricted 
Bible. 

The following resolution was passed : 

Resolved, That we are gratified at the action of 
the Parent Board in committing the whole State 
of Kentucky to the control and agency of our 
efficient Agent, Rev. Dr. Savage. The success 
which has crowned his labours in the eastern 
district cf the State in the past is a sure guaranty 


that the expectations of the Board will be fully 
realized. 

On motion, Messrs. Bosworth, Wade, and 
: ; ; 5 
Cooper, were tendered a vote of thanks for taking 
charge of the depository, keeping the books in 
such good order, and the interest they take in the 
sale and distribution of the publications of the 
American Bible Society. 

The benediction was pronounced by the chair- 
man, 

Thus closed one of the most pleasant Bible 
meetings eyer held in the city.

THE SOUTH WESTERN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The twentieth anniversary of the founding of 
the South Western Bible Society was celebrated on 
Sabbath evening, December 19, 1869, at the Ca- 
rondelet Street Methodist Episcopal Church, New 
Orleans, with religious services. The church was 
thronged with a congregation representing the 
various Protestant denominations, all of whom 
unite in contributing to the society and aiding in 
its work. The annual report by the Rey. J. E. C. 
Doremus, D.D., the general agent, was heard 
throughout with deep interest, although an hour 
was occupied in reading it. He gave a history of 
the earliest establishment of a Bible society here, 
the first organization being entitled, “The New 
Orleans and Lafayette Bible Society,” which was 
succeeded by the present institution, established 
in 1849. We haye not space for even an abstract 
of the comprehensive report, and in relation to it 
can only say that it gaye assurance to all present 
that the society is in a prosperous condition, and 
is accomplishing all the good its most zealous 
friends could expect. 

The discourse of the Rev. Mr. Walker, the pas- 
tor of the church, in which the anniversary was 
celebrated, was able and eloquent, his remarks 
embracing a wide survey of the benefits derived 
by circulating the Bible, in promoting religion, 
morality, and Christian civilization.

FAYETTE COUNTY FREEDMEN’S BIBLE SOCIETY, 
KENTUCKY, 


We learn from the Statesman, that the anniversa- 
ry of this society was recently held in the African 
Meth. Ep. Church on Upper Street, Lexington. 
The president, Mr. James Munro, Dr. Savage, 
Agent of the Parent Society for the State, and 
Rey. Mr. Pearce, who has charge of the work 
in Western Kentucky, made addresses. Mr. Mun- 
ro alluded to fears that had been expressed in 
regard to the continued existence of the society, 
and expressed his assurance that it would never 
die, pledging his own hearty co-operation for the 
future. ‘ z E 
Dr. Savage remarked that the life of the society 
rested exclusively in the hands of the executive 
committee, and urged them to be earnest in the 
work, He next referred to the great movement 
made by the Roman Catholics, which, if met cold- 
ly or indifferently, would be destructive to Pro- 
testantism among the coloured people, and urged 


it as an additional reason for a greater interest in 


the dissemination of the Bible. The Dr. showed 
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that the power and influence rested in pastors of 
the several churches, and might be used for good 
or for evil, according as they used it for or against 
the Bible, which is the word of God. He referred 
to the address of Bro. Munro, which, in its sin- 
cerity, promised that the. lukewarmness in the 
cause of the Bible should be done away. 

Mr. Pearce’s remarks were earnest and forcible. 

An executive committee of seven, representing 
the different co-operating denominations, was 
chosen, and arrangements were made for collec- 
tions in all the churches during the month of 
January. 

The meeting is said to have been remarkably 
interesting. ‘

THE BIBLE AND THE ROMAN CATHOLIC, 

One of our city missionaries, as he was diligently 
pursuing his master’s work from house to house, 
met with a large stalwart German. He was sit- 
ting at his shoe-bench plying the awl. After a 
few pleasant remarks the Bible was offered for his 
acceptance, when in great anger he denounced 
the precious volume and scornfully rejected its 
kind offers of mercy, saying, ‘‘I’sh no~Catholic. 

I’sh no want your Bible.” 
He was assured it was not a Romish book, that 
the priest does not like the people to read the 
Bible, but this book would show him the only 
way to heaven. He proceeded to say,“ Once he 
was a good Catholic, but now no more a Catholic. 
On a Sabbath morning his mother went to church 
as usual, but forgot to take some money with her, 
so they turned her out, or refused her admittance. 
She was eighty years of age, had been born in 
that church, as were all her children; and now 
she was turned out for the want of a little money. 
This made him mad and-he swore by a solemn 
-oath he would never enter thut church again.” 
The Bible was now opened at the fifty-fifth chap- 
ter of Isaiah, and he read, “Ho, every one that 
thirsteth, come ye to the waters, and he that hath 
‘ 


no money; come ye, buy, and eat; yea, come, buy 
wine and milk without money and without price.” 


This was a new phase of the gospel. He had 
never known free salvation before. He gladly ac- 
cepted a Bible, saying, “I read him,” PAUL.

AN INTERESTING INCIDENT. 

The Rey. Joseph Mosser, our Agent in‘Southern 
Illinois, informs us that not long since, being de- 
layed a few hours at St. Louis, he went on board 
of a steamboat, on which he found 250 Chinamen 
on their way to Texas, where they were to labour 
on a rail road. He found one who could talk a 
little broken English. Mr. Mosser took from his 
pocket a Chinese Testament, one that he had pur- 
chased for occasional use in his public addresses, 
and. showed it to the Chinaman, “I think,” he 
writes, “that I never saw a countenance change 
as his did upon seeing a book here in his own 
language. Iasked him to read. It was not very 
edifying to me, but the Chinese gathered around 
to hear. I gave him the book, with the promise 
that he would read it. I trust it may do good.” 
We have a great responsibility towards this won- 
derful people, not only in their own land, but here 
on our American soil, whither so many of them 
have come. Let no one despise the smallest op- 
portunity for commending the word of God to 
them, or to any of the multitudes of ignorant and 
degraded people who meet us on every side.

SEARCH THE SCRIPTURES.

THE TORN BIBLE, 

In one of those straggling villages so often met 
with in the south of France, there lived, several 
years ago, a poor woman known among her neigh- 
bours as “La bonne Marie.” At the time of which 
we write she lived alone. Her hearth had once 
been gladdened by childish mirth and loving 
hearts; but sorrow and sickness came to her 
home, and one after another husband and chil- 
dren were taken from her, and she was left de- 
pendant on her own exertions for bread. 

But chastened as she had been, Marie was hap- 
py.

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thurs- 


more parts than one ata time. For example, if | day, the 8d inst., at half past three o’clock, P.M. ; 


James Lenox, Esq., President, in the chair, assist- 
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ed by William Whitlock, Jr., Norman White, 
Frederick 8. Winston, and James Suydam, Esqs., 
Vice Presidents. 

Rey. Dr. Howard Crosby read the 96th Psalm, 
and offered prayer. 

Three new auxiliaries were recognized; one in 
each of the States of Tennessee, Mississippi, and 
Nebraska. 

Communications were received from Mr, Thos. 
M. Westrup, Monterey, in regard to his work 
and that of the colporteurs under him in Mexico; 
from Rey. Dr. Jacoby, Bremen, with gratifying 
statements as to the Bible work in Germany; 
from Rey. I. G. Bliss, Agent in the Levant, send- 
ing further account of the labours of the Bible 
woman of Nicomedia; from Rey. T. B. Penfield, 
of the Madura Mission, reporting the operations 
of the past year and requesting renewed aid for 
the Bible work for the ensuing year. 

Grants of books were made to the American 
Missionary Association; to the Missionary So- 
ciety of the Methodist Episcopal Church; to the 
A.B. C. F. M., for the Gaboon Mission, and an- 
other for the Dakota Mission; to the New York 
Bible Society for the supply of the shipping in 
port, and for immigrants; to Mr. John §. Pierson 
for vesseis sailing to foreign ports; with many 
others of smaller amount, including two volumes 
in raised letters for the blind. The books were 
in various languages and for different parts of the 
world, as Africa, Porto Rico, Chili, Mexico, and to a 
great number of foreign ports, generally in small 
number, besides the Dakota Indians. The total 
number of volumes granted was 4,814, besides 
others to the amount of $9,655, which would 
make 50,000 more. 

A very interesting statement was made by Col. 
Vincent Colyer in relation to the natives of Alas- 
Ka, especially the Kohlossian Indians. 

Volumes issued in January, 66,322; receipts, 
$84,184 68.

RUSSIA AGAIN. 

By a letter recently received from a well in- 
formed source, it appears that a few points in the 
article in our December number admit of some 


modification, which, for the sake of minute exact- 
ness, we here admit. It seems that the British 
and Foreign Bible Society haye never made any 
effort to obtain from the Russian government per- 
mission for the introduction into that country of 
Russ Scriptures printed in England. They would 
not deem it politic to do so, nor is it necessary, as 
it is more economical to have their books printed 
at the establishment of the Holy Synod. If efforts 
have been made by any parties to push Scriptures 
printed in foreign parts into Russia, that Society 
has had no hand in it. E 

A slight modification might have been made 
in another point. Instead of saying there had 
been a formal authorization by the government of 
the Russian Bible Society to resume operations, 
it would haye been more strictly accurate to haye 
said, a formal authorization of a Russian Bible 
Society, the organization now formed being new, 
instead of the old society revived. It is moreover 
limited in its operations to the Greek Church. 
This associatidn has been largely aided by the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. 

In the article in the December Record, it is 
stated that there is no such thing as a Russian 
Bible, ¢. ¢,, the Bible in Modern Russ, correspond- 
ing to the Modern Russ Testament. We still 
conceive that this is substantially correct; but it 
is true that certain portions of the Bible have 
been translated into the Russian language, and 
have been for some time in circulation. The first 
eight books of the Bible and the Psalms have 
been so for several years, and more recently the 
remainder of the Old Testament from Psalms to 
Malachi, except a few books. These translations, 
it seems, were made by Professor Leyisohn for 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. But now 
we understand the Holy Synod is haying the Old 
Testament translated into Modern Russ, Having 
heen explicitly informed a year or two ago that 
the Holy Synod was engaged in this work, it was 
not an unnatural nor unreasonable inference that 
the Old Testament had not been so translated 
before. 

For the purpose for which the article was writ- 
ten, it is substantially correct, but for the sake of 
minute accuracy we gladly make these explana- 
tions.
